2005 response, "However, Applicants respectfully submit that none of the cited sections of Eisenhofer teach, suggest or disclose 
"...operating each interface to convert the messages between a data format associated with the fixed configuration backplane and a data 
format associated with the simulator associated with the interface" as specifically described in the embodiment of independent claim 1. 
For further support, lines 15-19 pf page 6 of the specification disclose "[e]ach SDI ("software based simulator-dependent interfaces") 
converts the exchanged messages between the data format supported by its corresponding simulator and the data format supported by 
the simulation backplane". Applicants respectfully assert that the specific limitation of the use of the Interface (as recited in claim 1 ) to 
convert messages between data formats is not disclosed in Eisenhofer". The Examiner respectfully points out that Eisenhofer, US Patent 
6,108,494 specifically discloses in Col. 12 lines 40-41 that "In addition to synchronizing the simulators the simulation backplane also 
performs data type conversion and transfers boundary event information." The Examiner respectfully asserts that Applicants' current 
claim language does not read past the cited passages of the Eisenhofer (494) reference further the Exmainer notes that when data type 
conversion takes place, that "messages" are being transferred. The Examiner can see no functional difference between the cited prior art 
teachings and Applicants' expressly claimed limitations . 
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
